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Harvesting timber 
and paying related 
income taxes

In Coffee County many landown- 
ers are becoming more and more 
interested in harvesting trees on 
their land. Some of this is due to 
increased timber prices, CRP trees 
that have matured, and just a new 
awareness as to the benefits of man 
aging the timber on their land. 

Many landowners with small 
woodland holdings are often 
unaware of certain provisions in 
federal tax laws that can affect their 
tax bill. This is because most small 
woodland owners make infrequent 
timber sales and don’t keep up with 
changes in tax laws. 

One thing you can do once you 
decide to cut timber is to pay a visit 
to your accountant who can help 
you determine your possible tax 
responsibility. For example, if you 
harvest timber and receive $50,000 
for it, it can take up to half of it to 
regenerate the forest, pay various 
debts, and pay your taxes. 

You might ask how the accoun 
tant will know about your tax with- 
out the timber being sold. Before 
you cut, have the timber cruised by 
a professional who can give you a 
good estimate as to what itis worth. 
You can then take this figure to your 
accountant who will help you deter- 
mine possible taxes on this money. 

Landowners who are considering 
future sales of timber should always 
consult a qualified tax consultant. 
Landowners should also consult 
some kind of expert about inheri- 
tance taxes and estate planning 
along with the timber cutting. This 
can be important if you feel your 
heirs will have to pay inheritance 
tax. 

To help pay those taxes it may be 
better if the timber is sold by them 
rather than by you. Inheritance tax 
experts can help you determine the 
best time to sell the timber as it 
relates to inheritance taxes and your 
overall estate planning. 

When selling timber, most of the 
things you must do relating to taxes 
are easy and are not a problem. It is 
simply one area that you need to 
cover before you sell. Let me sug- 
gest the following schedule of 
events that may help as it relates to 
taxes and timber. 

1. Get a qualified cruise of the 
timber. 

2. Consider how you will market 
the timber and handle the sale. You 
may want to use a forestry consul- 
tant or handle all the details your- 
self, but line this up prior to issuing 
notice that you are going to sell. 

3. Do not send out notices to just 
a few people. Send notices to a large 
area of timber buyers — you never 
know who is going,to give you the 
best price. 

4, Contact your tax consultant 
and talk over the tax situation relat- 
ing to inheritance, estate planning, 
and what you will have to pay upon 
sale of timber.

ONCE OVER, NOT ALWAYS SO LIGHTLY... 


***The Elba Tigers hit the court twice last week after moving up to third 

i the state in the Class 3A rankings, and promptly went out and lost both 
ames to watch their record slip to 8-3. The Tigers play as good on defense 
is any team around, regardless of class, but they are no better than average 
in the offensive end, and in both games only needed a decent night's play 
on offense to get the win. Elba has a chance to have one of its best records 
in years in basketball, but until they can become more ‘productive on the 
offensive end of the court, there will be nights when they simply get 
outscored. Hey, the season is still early and I’m sure the best is yet to come! 

***The Elba Lady Tigers weren't expected to be world-beaters this sea- 
on, but after jumping out to a 4-2 record, many of the Lady Tiger sup- 
porters Were getting ready to crown the girls as a true powerhouse in South 
Alabama. The Lady Tigers are very much improved from a year ago and 
are on their way toward becoming a solid team, but this bunch of girls is 
still very young and inexperienced, and some nights they will get beat by 
teams that are simply better than they are. The Lady Tiger fans can’t worry 
about the won-lost record, they just have to keep supporting the players and 
be there win or lose. 

***The New Brockton Gamecocks got off to a slow start this season due 
to a lack of actual playing time, but the Gamecocks are now flying high and 
appear to be much better than Coach Thrasher would admit.

***If you are a high school basketball fan, the weeks ahead will be like 
finding an unexpected gift under the tree on Christmas morning. The 
Dothan Progress/Dothan Eagle Tournament will boast its best field ever in 
an event that will last almost an entire week, while the Elba Tigers and 
Lady Tigers will travel over to Red Level to compete in the Red Level 
Christmas Tournament, the Kinston Bulldogs will host the annual South 
Central Alabama Conference Tournament that will include New Brockton 
in its field, and Elba will host its annual Junior High Basketball 
Tournament. Forget the bowl games, go out to an area gym and watch the 
action live! 

*** \ legislative panel directed the state school board last week to relax 
its new no pass-no play rule for high school students, so that a new 
improved rule will not put student-athletes on the sidelines for a full year 
because of grade problems. The new plan is to base a student-athlete’s eli- 
gibility on a nine-week or semester grading period, and to make the student 
that failed to meet the requirements sit out only the next grading period and 
not the entire year. I’ve got mixed emotions on the entire thing. One, 
because nobody seemed to really care about no pass-no play until it went 
into effect for all students that took part in extra-curricular activities and 
even went so far as to keep some students from attending such things as 
their proms. And, two, you can now bet that the students that are good foot- 
ball players will take their hardest subjects during the football season, so 
they will have time to take the easy stuff later on to regain their eligibility 
before next season. This could also happen for all the other sports, which 
isn’t what the rule should be all about. I agree that students who take part 
in sports, band and other extra-curricular activities have a hard time keep- 
ing up with their grades, but it can be done, One area coach was quoted in 
a daily newspaper as saying that he didn’t see the need to change the old 
rule, because students went to school to learn, not play sports or take part 
in all the other activities that could take away from study time. I don’t 
believe that there is any one clear answer to the highly controversial prob- 
lem; however, I do know that the problem should be solved by educators 
and not politicians!

The School-to-Work Initiative Is a 
way for Alabama to produce a world 
class work force ready for the glob- 
al competition of the 21st century 
The School-to-Work — Initiative 
brings the work place into the class 
room, and takes the classroom into 
the work place. 

It brings the work place into the 
classroom by integrating actual job- 
related skills and competencies into 
the curriculum, and by bringing rep- 
resentatives of business, industry 
and labor into the classroom to serve 
as coaches and mentors for students 
as they pursue their career goals. 

It brings the classroom into the 
work place by introducing job-shad- 
owing, non-paid internships, and 
apprenticeships into 
vocational/occupational educational 
programs. In addition, in many 
school-to-work situations, teachers 
actually spend time during the sum- 
mer i jobs related to the skills which 
their students will be pursuing. This 
helps them be certain they under- 
stand the requirements of the work 
place, and enables them to relate rel-

It is no accident that 56 percent of 
Alabama’s two-year college stu- 
dents are women. The increase in 
women enrolling in two-year col- 
leges is a trend which is expected to 
continue in Alabama and through- 
out the South. It is directly attribut- 
able to the new economy develop- 
ing in our state. Alabama and the 
region in general have experienced 
a growing “feminization of the 
work force.” 

The new economy of our state 
increasingly requires and rewards 


adaptability and people _ skills. 
Women generally excel in both 
areas. The new economy has 


required workers to give up old 
skills and learn new skills on a con- 
tinuous basis. Women have proven 
more willing than men to do so. 
Beginning in the early 1980's, as 
new occupations opened to them, 
women began to demonstrate a 


evant, practical information to their 
students, 

The School-to-Work Initiative 
creates paths which students can fol- 
low to move from school to a good 
first job. It combines quality acade- 
mic skills with hands-on learning 
and training in the work place. It 
builds partnerships between schools 
and employers so that local schools 


ean better meet local economic 
needs. 
The State Board of Education 


believes that bringing work-related 
skills and competencies into the 
classroom, bringing representatives 
of business and industry into the 
classroom, taking students to the 
work site, and taking teaches to the 
work site will help develop effective 
partnerships which will produce stu- 
dents who can meet the needs of 
Alabama's employers.

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A look back into the past on the eve of welcoming the New Year 1999 


» It seems as though it was only 
yesterday when the staff of The 
Elba Clipper paused to look back at 
events of the past year, 

It is customary, at the end of a 
year, to briefly review the events 
that appeared on the front page of 
The Elba Clipper during 1998. 

Sometimes it is good to reflect on 
the events of the past in order to 
make the world a better place for 
future generations. 

The following are brief excerpts 
and/or headlines from the front 
pages of last year’s editions:
